A 
two-year scheme for the 
whole of the County of 
London is being prepared 
now in the hope that 
jwhen the war ends

cultural economist.

Dr. Franklin’s study is one of a series the De- 
partment has made on the European food situation 
to guide the new “food diplomacy” of the United 


States. 


Since it normally imports about 
one-fourth of its food require- 
ments, Switzerland cannot expect 
to fully meet its war-caused food 
deficit, Dr. Franklin declares. He 
describes Switzerland’s chief agri- 
cultural task to-day. as one of 
“maximising food production to 
the Himit of the country’s re- 
sources,” Increased production, 
reinforced by various trade, dis~ 
tribution and consumption con- 
trols, already in force, “will go far 
to assure and safeguard the 
nauion's food supply,” he feels. 


Chief imports 


Switzerland, according to Dr 
Franklin, is practically self-suffi- 
cient in meat, fluid milk, animal 
fats and potatoes. A large share 
of the customary consumption of 
fresh vegetables and fruit, except 
citrus, is supplied domestically. 
Foods — pormally imported in 
greatest quantities are bread- 
vrains and sugar. About two- 
thirds of the bread-grains and 
about six-sevenths of the sugar 
normally consumed must be im- 
ported,

Swiss system of food rationing 
and control Ig a restriction for- 
bidding the sale of fresh bread 
until 48 houre after baking. 
Though food prices have been 

under strict control, the Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to 
sanction price increases for a wide

Food Reserve Policy 


The general food reserve policy 
in Switzerland, the report pointed 
out, has been to accumulate re- 
serve stocks equal to at least six 
months’ requirements.

Recent developments

The Italian bases in the Dode- 
canese Islands are only an hour 
by fast warplane from the Pales- 
tine coast. The country could be 
sufficiently “softened” by aerial 
altacks to prepure for its inva- 
sion, 


Routes Of Possible 
Invasion 


The invas'on of Palestine could 
also be undertaken from Syria. 
The “Weyzand” army in Syria is 
now largely demobilised and its 
effectives shipped to France. Only 
between 40,000 and 80,000 French 
troops now remain in Syria. If 
Vichy still has the loyalty of the 
mandatory government, an at- 
tack on the Holy Land from the 
north is quite possible. 

The Jews want their own 
army to defend their own land.

“Holy War Of Islam’’ 


The Grand Mufti of Jeru‘alem, 
Haj Amin el Husseini. fled the 
country during the fighting in 
1937. with a British price on his 
head.

{ritesmen and preaching a “‘Halv 
War of Islam” against the Fritish

These Jewish peasants have 
learned to plow the soi) with one 
hand on the vlow-handle and 
another on the rifle-trigger. 
Because of the constant menace 
of Arab raids they have also be- 
come expert in the traditional 
Arab craft of gun-running and 
munition hoarding. The weapons 
which they are believed to have 
thus amassed would compare 
favourably with those supplied | 
before the present war to the 
Arabs, b~ the agents of Germany 
and Italy. On both sides the 
armament contains machine-guns, 
hand grenades, and even light 
artillery pieces, it is said. : 


The actual dimensions of both! 
Arab and Jewish secret effec- 
tlves may not be known until 
Invasion comes, Then the 
armories, which are now buried 
deep In the fields and orange 
plantations. or hidden In the 
honeycombed mountains of the, 
desolate countryside, will be 
opened. 

That the semi-military  pre- 
aredness of the Jewish se‘tlers is 
considerable may be deduced from 
the size of their secret self-defence 
organisation, The Haganah and 
the Irgun Zebai —. Defence and 
Military Confederation respective- 
ly—have around 100,000 inscribed 
members. 


Military Exercises 


When the Brtiich authoritles 
opened the registration of civil 
defence volunteers, 136,000 
Palestinian Jews offered thelr 
services within some 72 hours, 
The new organisation gave them 

an opportun'ty of much-coveted 


military exercises. Until. then 
they were obliged to get these 
secretly, ‘ along deserted beaches, 
in darkened farm sheds, or in the 
barren hills of Judea and Galilee.

Tribune de Geneve. 

Verdene has returned to Swit- 
zerland after touring Germany 
with a party of ten Swiss journal- 
ists, as guests of Goebbels. 

“The numerous contacts the 
Swiss journalists had with their 
Berlin correspondents of Swiss 
newspapers,” he writes, “have 
enabled them to see for themselves 
that the Press in Germany enjoys 
a certain liberty, hut on condition 
it exactly reflects the opinion of 
official circles. 

“There is no preventive censor- 
ship, but journalists know by ex- 
perlence to what sanctions they 
expose themselves if they criticise 
the Government. 

“The work of the foréign cor- 
respondent in Berlin is certainly 
not easy, and most of their time 
they must content themselves with 
reproducing news they collect 
from the Miristry of Propaganda, 
or by indulging in the game of 
speculation on current events.”

Recent developments in Syria have brought 
home to the people of Palestine the fact that they 
are in serious danger of an Itale-German invasion. 

As the drive against the Suez Canal is ap- 
proaching, the Jews hope to be permitted to organise 
a Jewish Army. Half a milion Jews .are waiting in 
Palestine for the day when they may come to grips 
with the enemy of their race on equal terms. 


An Axis Invasion of Palestine 
may come overland, through Tur- 
key. The Germans may also use 
what is left of the Italian fleet 
te force a landing in the Holy 
Land as a move to outfank Tur- 
key A simultaneous attack on 
Gibraltar might divert, the British 
Mediterranean squadrons long 
enough to permit such an at- 
tempt, 


The Italian buses in the Dode- 
canese Islands are only an hour 
by fast warplane from the Pales- 
tine coast. The country could be 
sufficiently “softened” by aerial 
attacks to prepare for its inva- 
sion, 


Routes Of Possible 
Invasion 


The invas'on of Palestine could 
also be undertaken from Syria. 
The “Weygand” army in Syria is 
now largely demobilised and its 
effectives shipped to France. Only 
between 40,000 and 80,000 French 
troops now remain in Syria. If 
Vichy still has the loyalty of the 
mandatory government, an at- 
tack on the Holy Land from the 
north {s quite possible.

Cooks

The other morning, before the 
early offite: rush, I mot my very 
attractive young neighbour stag~ 
gering down our shady suburban 
street in Sydney. With her hus- 
band in Palestine, and her two 
boys both ardent navy leaguers, 
she has thrown herself with all 
her lovely fervour into women’s 
war work. “Night session at All 
Services Canteen,” she answered 
my uplifted eyebrows, “and last- 
minute breakfast rush for the Air 
Force on leave.” 


I felt. partly responsible, but 
quite happily so, for the scheme 
in which my young neighbop- is 
now participating was started, by 


myself and the Australian Pre- 
siaent of the National Council of 
Women just two years ago, the 
idea having struck us both in the 
Sydney Lyceum Club elevator. 
We had just left a meeting of the 
newly formed Australian Women’s. 
Voluntary -Serv:ces. We decided 
it would be a good idea. 
to work out a plan immediately 
for training women volunteers in- 
large-scale, emergency cookery. 


Within a month my organisation 
(the AuStralian Gas Light Com- 
pany) was lecturing to eight en- 
rolled groups in our cookery 
theatres. Each group included 
100 members. The scheme has 
since grown to. such an extent 
that not only the Women’s War 
organisations, but. also other 
bodies have chosen groups of their 
members to qualify as Canteen 
Cooks. 


This training consists of ten 
two-hour cookery demonstrations, 
at the end of which a theory ex- 
amination is held. From those whq 
qualify in this examination are 
chosen groups of 12 students to 
take a practical cookery course 
of eight three-hour. periods. The 
lectures in this course are based
